Hey write from Genoa, that an Envoy 
from France is fhortly expected there to 
make certain Propofals to the Senate 
touching the Golf de Spezze, whither 
the King of France is minded to fend a 
Squadron of 2 Men of War and as many Galleys, 
to hinder the Squadron of Englifa and Dutch Ships 
which is expected in the Mediterranean, from taking 
Harbour in the faid Gulph. Thefe Letters add, 
that Recruits for the French Army in Italy arrive 
daily at Alaffio ; and that the French are ftren ht- 
ening with new Works the Fortifications of Mar eil- 
les apprehending fome Attempt from the Confederate 
abovemention’d Squadron. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated April 21. 

Cafal Maggior, Aprila1. The Duke of Mantua, 
the Prince of Vaudemont, the Duke of Vendofme 
and other Generals having had a Conference here, 
will go from hence to morrow. "Tis faid they 
have refolv’d to form 2 Bodies of Troops. The 
chief, of 80 Squadrons and 36 Battallions to be com- 
manded by the-Duke de Vendome, to act on this 
Side of the Country : The other, of 40 Squadrons 
and 30 Battallions under the Prince of Vaudemont 
toobferve the Enemy about Chiefa, and interrupt 
their Communication with Tyrol. ’Tis faid Berfello 
will be formally befieg’d likewife. _ 

From the Paris Gazette a la main,dated April 16. 

The Gendarmerie which is return’d out of Italy, 
and has been remounted in the Franche Compté, 
will, ‘tis faid, follow the Arty of the Marfhal de 
Villars. The Letters from Turin of the 7th,. bring 
no News from our Army, fince the Conference be- 
twten the Duke of Mantua, the Duke de Vendome, 
and the Prince de Vaudemont ; other than that the 
Weather will not yet permit the Duke de Vendome 
toenter upon Action. The Marquefs de Revel, 
who defended Cremona when it was furpriz’d by 
Prince Eugene, is arriv’d at Court, and was kindly 
receiv'd by the King. His Majefty has given the 
€ount d’Ufez a Penfion of 3000 Livres, and 10000 
Livres to the Chevalier de Vendome Grand Prior of 
France, towards the Charge of his Voyage to Italy, 
whither he is going to ferve under the Duke his 
Brother. The Bailly d’Armagnac is gone to Toulon, 
and the Count de Touloufe Admiral of France is 
preparing to go thither, to command the Fleet thar 
is to ferve this Campaign in the Mediterranean. The 
Servants, Horfes, and Field Equipage of the Duke of 
Burgundy, will fer out from hence on the 19th. 
That Prince will go hence the beginning of next 
Month, direétly for Flanders, without feeing Calais 
or Dunkirk as was reported. The Marthal de Vil- 
leroy will fhortly be gone likewife, to draw the 
Troops together. 

From Vienna of the 7th of this Month they write, 
That Count Enkefort is atriv’d there from General 
Schlick to receive and conduc& towards Bavaria the 
Tolpatzes new rais’d in Hungary. That there is a 
talk of the King of the Romans making the Cam- 

aign. Andthat Prince Eugene of Savoy will c’er 
tong go to Italy. 


Letters from Ausburg of the 11th advife, That 
General Schlick has poffefs'd himfelf of Vilthhoven 
on the following Conditions, 1. That the Bavarian 
Garrifon fhould march out with their Arms and Bag- 
84ge, giving their Parole not to bear Arms againft 
the Emperor during 4 Months. 2. That the Militia 
fhould be difarm’d and {ent to their homes. 3. That 
all the Artillery fhould be left in the Place. And 
4- That the Commander fhould give General Schlick 
a juft Account of all the Ammunition and Provifions 
in the Magazines. 

And from Ratisbon ‘tis confirm’d, That the Ele- 
ctor of Bavaria, having left a Garrifon in that City, 
is broken up from the Nighbourhood of that Place, 
and is marching againft Count Schlick. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated April 19. 

Nurenburg, April 13. The Elector of Bavaria, 
having put a Garrifon of 2000 Men into Ratisbon, 
is march’d to Succour the Fortrefs of Rottenberg, 
which is hard prefs’d by Count Stirum. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated April 21. 

Nurenburg, April 13. The Forces under General 
Stirum, have for 4 days together bombarded Ro- 
thenburg fituate 4 Miles from hence, and hope to 
be Mafters of itin a fhért time. Yefterday the 
Huffars took 4 Waggons loaded with Bombs and 
other Fire-works.

From the Danube, April 12. The Imperialifts 
have quitted Viltshoven,after plundering the Suburbs, 
and raifing 15e00 Gulders Contribution in the 
Town; And Count Schlick is retir’d towards Paffaw 
with 15000 Men; whither the Elector of Bavaria is 
marching with 19000 Men, with Defign, fay fome, 
to attack that City. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated April 21. 

Bafil, April6. The French Troops have been in 
Motion for fome Days paft. 14 Regiments of them 
drew together at Hunningen, to whom our Shop- 
keepers fold a great Quantity of Goods, viz. Saddles, 
Spurs, Kettles , Cloaths , Tents, Victuals, and all 
the Horfe-fhoes they cut get. Yefterday thofe 14 
Regiments pafs’d the Rhine led by the Marques de 
Rozel ; but ’tis certain they want much of bein; 
compleat, that their Cavalry is in a very ill Condi- 
tion,and that they are in great wantofHorfes. Yefter- 
day the French Infantry and Horfe at Newburg 
crofs’d the Rhine likewife. Thofe that pafs'd at 
Hunningen march’d down towards Friburg; which 
Place in all Probability they will befiege, feeing it is 
bur ill provided with Artillery: The Imperialifts 
aim chiefly to prevent the Junction with the Ba- 
varians ; to which end 2c00 of them are ‘pofted at 
the Red-houfe between Lauffenburg and Seckingen, 
and are ftrong!y entrench’d: higher up lyes Ge- 
netal Furftemberg with 7000 Men of the Oldeft and 
beft Regiments, and has befides 8000 Peafants of the 
Black Forreft, who are very dexterous at their Arms. 
The Kinrziger Dale is likewife well guarded; fo 
that "tis reckon’d impoifible for the French to break 
through, unlefs thofe who fhould oppofe them are 
wanting to their Duty. The French Officers and’ 
Soldiers murmur heavily, at the continual Fatigues 
they are oblig’d to undergo. - We 
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We from Frankfort by Lettets of the 1§th 
that the Auxiliary Dutch Troops have pafs’d the 
Rhine 12 Battallions ftrong, and have joyn’d the 
Army of Prince Louis of Baden at Stolhoffen ; which 
Prince is preparing to break up in a few Days, either 
ro march directly againft the Martha! de Villars, or 
make fome powerful Diverfion to hindér that Mar- 
thal from joyning the Elector of Bavaria or laying 
siege to Friburg. 

They write Raftad of the roth, and from 
Laurerburg of the 13th, That the French have actu- 
ally fac down before Friburg. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated April 19. 

Nimes, April 3. The Malecontents of the Sevennes 
continue to make Excurfions on all fdes, and com- 
mit great Diforders. Some days 80, one of their 
Parties mecting with 11 Perfons, who were in Arms 
againft them, on the Road to Anduze, killd them 
all without granting any quarter. Another of their 
Parties lately burnt 4 Houfes within a League of 
Vigan, and 8 at Efpazon, Latt Night 900 of them 
came to burn Montpezac, a Village firuare near this 
City ; of 52 Houfes 48 were laid in Athes, and 14 
of the Inhabitants were put to the Sword. Belides, 
the New Converts of the Villages in the Neighbour- 
hood of this City, where there are no Troops to 
curb them, begin to take off the Mask and openly 
to exercile their old Religion; And there being a 
great number of them, they repulfe from time to 
rime thote who are fentto difperfe them. On Sun- 
day !aft chey had a Meeting at Coudougnas, which 
lyes not far from the Highroad from this Place to 
Montpellier, and fir'd at fome Soldiers who came to 
get Intelligence of them, and made them run away. 
The Inhabitants of Sr. Gilles and Places adjacent, 
had Meetings the fame day. The Marthal de Mont- 
revel gives out, he will put a ftop to fuch Meetings, 
and clear the Country of the Malecontents, after he 
has receiv’d the Reinforcements he expects: But 
fome People queftion it. He has order’d our Citadel 
to be ftored with Ammunitien and Provifions of all 
forts to be ready on all occafions. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated April 21. 

Nimes, April 8. Monfieur Julien having caus’d 
the Inhabitants of Sauman to be feiz’d, and their 
Houfes to be fer on fire, 200 of the Malecontents 
fell upon him, to whom he gave fo good a Recep- 
tion with 450 Men, that, as ‘tis reported here, 60 of 
them were kill’d and the reft fled. 

‘Amfterdam, April 18. Letters from Paris, fay, 
they had News there that in fome Places where the 
King’s Troops only ufed to keep Guard, the Towns- 
mea begin to do Dury atthe Gates, particularly 
that in one confiderable City 400 of them patrol 
every Night. For what reafon is yet unknown. 
The Infurrection of the Sevennes makes thar Coutr 
begin to look about them, and the King has order’d 
all the Paffes leading to thar Country to be well 
guarded, and that no Man be fuffer’d ro pafs with- 
out producing a Pafsport. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated April 19. 

Liege, April 14. The Duke of Marlborough, ac- 
companied by General Dopf, came hither ro Day at 
Noon from Maeftricht; he was met without the 
Gates by General Tilly attended by the Head-Off- 
cers, and wellcom’d with 3 Salvos of all the Cannon 
on the Ramparts. He rodeto take a View of the 
New Works made about the Ciradel, and then 
enter'd the City Gate where he was complimented by 
the Magiftrarcs. He dio'’d with Count Zinzendorf, 
held a Council of War, and in the Evening return’d 
with the faid Count and Gereral Dopf, undera 
ftrong Convoy to Maeftrichr. 

From the Amtterdam Courant, dated April 21. 

Macftricht, April 18. This Morning the Duke of 
Marlborough went from hence towards Bonn. 
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tal Coehorn arriv’d thete the Day before, and this 
Bonn would be invefted on the 18th or roth. Bruel 
being appointed for the Rendezvous of the Force;

They write from Roterda 
That of the Hull Fleet confifting of 120 Ships 
about 20 were funk or ftranded , and the reft are 
arriv’d in the Maes ; bur of thofe that were thought 
to be loft 2 being already come in, ‘tis hoped we 
fhall hear better News of them. General Auver. 
querque went to day from hence to Maeftricht, and 
Major General Oxenftern to Liege.
